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AN ACT

To amend chapter 227, RSMo, by adding thereto four new sections relating to the

designation of memorial highways.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows:

Section A. Chapter 227, RSMo, is amended by adding thereto four new

2 sections, to be known as sections 227.386, 227.387, 227.394, and 227.396, to read

3 as follows:

227.386. The portion of state highway 84 within Pemiscot County

2 from the interstate highway 55 exit to the Caruthersville city limits

3 shall be designated the "Corporal Rickey L. Bell Memorial

4 Highway". The department of transportation shall erect and maintain

5 appropriate signs commemorating this portion of highway. All signage

6 shall be paid for and maintained through private sources and shall

7 meet appropriate specifications as set forth by the department of

8 transportation.

227.387. The portion of U.S. Highway 169 from its intersection

2 with Missouri Route 6, north to its intersection with Gene Field Road,

3 shall be designated the "Deputy Charles M. Cook Memorial

4 Highway". The department of transportation shall erect and maintain

5 appropriate signs commemorating this portion of U. S. Highway 169,

6 with the cost of such signs to be paid by the St. Joseph Fraternal Order

7 of Police.

227.394. The portion of state highway 87 in Moniteau County,

2 from its intersection with state highway AA, to a destination four miles

3 south of such intersection, shall be designated the "Lance Corporal
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4 Leon B. Deraps Memorial Highway".

227.396. The portion of state highway 13 within Polk County from

2 its intersection with state highway 83 to its intersection with state

3 highway Y shall be designated the "Rick Seiner Memorial

4 Highway". The department of transportation shall erect and maintain

5 appropriate signs commemorating this portion of highway. All signage

6 shall be paid for and maintained through private sources and shall

7 meet appropriate specifications as set forth by the department of

8 transportation.
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
